Memorandum books containing reminders to 
kill various persons from President Roose- 
velt to members of his own family were found 
on the person of Charles Alfred Malone, son 
of a Lancaster, Pa., contractor, according 
to United States postal inspectors, who testi- 
fied before a United States commissioner to- 
day.

A month ago Dr. Chvatal announced that 
he was getting tired of the methods and tac- 
tices of the committee and since that time he 
has attended but one or two of the talkfests.

The suit at St. Louls can hardly disrupt the 
Standard Oll company.

. The compte of’ fifteen life insurance 


commissioners who have been in session at 
the Palmer house for a week finished their 
work iast evening, after having drafted and 
approved sixteen. proposed laws for the reg- 
ulation of Hfe insurance companies. 

The proposed laws cover every phase of 
the: life insurance business, and they are 
designed to correct every abuse in the man- 
agement of life insurance. companies and 
protect. the interests of policy holders. 

Among the. most important acts approved 
is the “standard .policy '’ law, which pro- 
vides ai¢.forms.of uniform policies for use 
by all life companies, and the proposed ‘act 
prohibiting rebating and. discrimination by 
insurance. agents. or through “stock 
agency "’ schemes operated in the interest of 
life insurance company officials. 


To Be Laid Before the President. 

T. E. Drake, insurance commissioner for the 
District of Columbia, left fog Washington in 
the afternoon. He will submit copiee of the 
proposed laws to President Roosevelt, who is 
expected to discuss the~ subject. of life in- 
surance reform in his forthcoming meseage 


to congress. ' 
An effort will be made during the coming 


winter to place the proposed laws upon the 
statute booke of forty-one different states. 
The proposed acts as approved by. the com- 
‘missioners will be, presented, to the legisi«- 
“tures of that many states in the near future, 
and when-the subject comes;up the commis- 
sioners. expect bitter opposition from the va- 
rious iheurafce companies“in ‘a-~number of 
states. 

Particularly strong opposition is expected 
to the proposed act. prohibiting discrimina- 
tion and febating.. ‘This law was drafted by 
E. E.«Rittenhouse, insurance commissioner 
of Colorado, who has made the subject his 
special.study and recently succeeded in mak- 
ing sweeping reform in the management of 
life insurance companies of Indiana. Mr. 
Rittenhouse was appointed insurance com- 
missioner of Colorado two years ago. 


Salary Limit $50,000 a Year. 

One of the proposed new laws which was 
approved at the final session of the commit- 
tee limits the salary. of life..insurance of- 
ficials to $50,000 a vear. Three presidents of 
life insurance companies, {ft is declared, 
will be affected by. this. President Pawl 
Morton of the Equitable Life; whose salary 
is $80,000 a yéar, ang President: Dryden of 
the Prudential Life company, and President 
Hegeman of the Metropolitan Life company, 
both of whom receive more than ae a 
year, will be the ones affected. _. 

An important measure proposed is reeuia 
ing life companies either to pay annual divi- 
dends or credit the amount earned,to the 
4ifferent policy holders. This act also limits 


“the amount of surplus which the companies 
‘gare permitted to retain in the treasuriés. 


Representative Government. 

One of the last things doné by the commis- 
sioners was to vote approval of an amend- 

ment to the proposed law providing repre- 
‘sentative government for mutual life com- 
panies. The amendment provides .that no 
mutual company shall be allowed to use 
funds of the policy holders for electioneering 
purposes tn elections for members of the 
board of directors. 

The proposed act provides a complete repre- 
sentative form of government for mutual 
companies and is designed to do away with 
the abuses of the system which‘ gave the 
policy holders little or no voice in the affairs 


of the companies.

cern which is backed by the unions of the 
city 
The injunction bill-is, directed, against the 
Liverymien’s ‘ aswociation,., which ‘fs an ad- 
junct of the undertakers’ body and is alleged 
to be directly controlled by the latter organ- 
ization. ; 


“Blacklisted” by a “Trust.” 

Mr. Perrigo seeks to have the liverymen's 
combine. réstrained from interfering” with his 
business. In his plea hé deserts that he has 
been >" blacklisted" by thé , undertakers’ 
“trust to such 'an extem that it is impos- 
sible to get carriages, hearses, or funera! sup- 
plies. Mr. Perrigo gives his businese address 
as 569 Wabash avenue, which is the head- 
quarters of the Union Burial association. He 


‘also states that he has invested $10,000 in 


business at that place. 
While he denied yesterday his connection 


with the union project directly, it has been 
known for some time that Mr. Perrigo Was 
one of a number of wealthy sponsors for the 
burial association with which the fe deration 
of labor has joined its forees andinfluence. 


Startling assertions respecting the methods 
of the undertakers’ ‘‘ combine” will appear 
in the injunction petition. It ig declared that 
the’ *‘ object. of the association of liverymen 
is to stifie competition, limit the number of 
liverymen in the city of Chicago, and thereby 
increase the cost of carriage Mire for funerals, 
to the detriment of the people, and to reduce 
the wages of employés of the asseciation.”’ 


List Drawn Every Two Weeks. 


In order to carryout its alleged program 
the Liverymen’s association, it is charged, 
prepares a list of names every two weeks of 
members who are ‘in “ good standing.”’ All 
undertakers not on this lst are said to be 
“ blacklisted,’’ and liverymen-in the city 
are ordered not to tent hearses, carriages, or 
funeral supplies to them. “It is stated the 
penalty for a breach of the rules consists in 
a heavy fine or expulsion of the offending 
undertaker. 

The last “ list,”’ it is declared, was pub- 
lished Oct. 26. .On this,the name of Charles 
H. Perrigo did not appear. Shortly before 
that date, Mr. Perrigo asterts, he’ hada con- 
tract for a funeral for a man named John 
Lee, residing at 6848 Wentworth avenue. 
He declares he attempted to rent carriages 
from a liveryman named Lain at ~~ West 
Sixty-seventh street. — ¥ 

“JT am prohibited by. the association from 
renting carriages to you because ‘you are hot. 
a member of it,”* Lain is alleged to have told 
Perrigo. 

When Perrigo brotesteu that he had been 
promised the carriages several days before 
the liveryman, it is said, offered to tae the 
matter before the undertakere’ meeting: He 
was instructed, it.ije asserted, to rent.the car- 
riages on that occasion; but-was waffied by 
the undertakers not to rent other carriages

‘1,600 Employes, 


TOTAL OF $120,000 A YEAR. 


Rumors That Big Packing 
Houses Contemplate Steps 
- Along the Same ‘Line. 


. The millions of dollars in wage increases 
rolling in upon the workingmen. of the coun- 
try yesterday were swelled when station 
agents and telegraph operators over the en- 
tire system of the Chicago and Northwestern 

learned of an advance granted vo!- 
untarily by the company. 

It was estimated that the Northwestern 
employés will profit by the increase to the 
extent of more than $10,000.a month, or 
$120,000 annually. More than 1,100 agents 
and approximately 500 operators will come 
in for a share of the latest “ melon” to be 
cub by the corporations in favor of their em- 
ploy és. 

The average increase in wages as an- 
nounced by General Manager W. A.Gardner 
will be eecies $5 a month. The majority of 
the men affécted by the new schedules at 
present draw salaries in the neighborhood of 
$47.50 a month. Hereafter their pay will be 
about $52.50 a month. 


Doubts “Blanket” Increase Plans, 

Mr. Gardner, in announcing the North- 
western’s wage advance, stated that he did 
not betieve the railroads are contemplating 
any “bilanket’’ increase in wages for the 
hundreds of thousands of employés. That 
many roads, however, already have decided 
to advance the pay of their men in certain 
departments he admitted to be true. 

He corroborated the assertion of another 
“railroad official who declared that the pres- 
ent wage increase movement is set on foot 
grudgingly by the roads. 

“ There are certain roads,” said this offi- 
cial, ‘which are not in a financial condi- 
tion at this time to grant the 10 per cent 
increases. If they should attempt to follow 
the example of the Rennsylvania and other 
roads they speedily wolld fall into the re- 
ceiver’s hands.” 


Packers to Raise Wages.

National: Express Grants Increase. 

It became known that employés of the Na- 
tional Express company, to the number of 
4,000 or more, will profit by a general ad- 
vance in wages voted at a meeting of di- 
rectors of the corporation in the east. The 
advance will follow the usual 10 per cent 
lines and will apply to practically everybody 
in the employ of the express company ex- 
cept the officers. The National followed the 
lead of the American Express company, 
which a few days ago declared a 10 per cent 
advance in wages in favor of its 12,000 em- 
ployés. 

Employes of the Chicago Southern Trac- 
tion company and its connecting. interurban 
lines to Blue Island, Morgan Park and Crete,

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The question of a per- 

fected navigable flying machine i¢ now re- 
garded by experts here as one of the prob- 
abilities of the immediate future. Sir Hien 
Maxim said today: 


“We shail not have any nallodne in the | 


future. We shall have flying machines. A 
few years ago the automobile wae looked 
upon as a sort of monstrosity. Now it is 
practically a necessity, and I really think 
that in ten years at the outside we will be 
navigating the air ae easily and ae surely as 
we now ere navigating the sea or the roads. 

* For a balloon to lift, it must have a spe- 
cific gravity less than the air. Toattain this 
it must be exceedingly fragile. Therefore it 
is uselese for all practical purposes. Agein, 
it hag to be of comparatively enormous di- 
mensions. Thus you see im a balloon you 
have @ combination of size and fragility 
whieh must tell against its usefulness, but 
with the advent of the true flying machine 
these drawbacks will disappear.

REVIVE THE DERBY? YES. 
We have been hearing something of late about 
the rejuicing of Chicago's greatest live wire, the 


)American Derby. The names of the gentlemen 


mentioned as revivalists are impressive, not to say 
encouraging. They are safe, sane, and conserva- 
tive business and professional men, who know 
Chicago should amuse and entertain. They recog- 
nize that the American Derby was a powerful 
social and commercial stimulant; thet it sent warm 
blood coursing through State street and the other 
arteries lying adjacent to and abutting thereon, 
and that it filled the hoteles with persons who be- 
haved themeelvee and settled as they came and 
went. 

None of these gentlemen ever owned a hair in the 
tall of a racehorse, as far as the guide book shows, 
and would hang a farewell tag on an employé who 
was caught sneaking a look at the entries.

were freely given by: the Michiganders. 
Cheered and lauded to the skies by 8,000 
dancing, howling students and alumni, they 
left the field victors. 

Their play was not so much spirited and 
swift, according to western ideas of foot- 
ball, as steady, sure, and irresistible. They 
marched, marched, marched on hard, con- 
sistent plunge after plunge. Now and then 
they raised the cheering bleachers by work- 
ing a cunning forward pass, double cross, or 
fake punt. But by far the majority of their 
gains were straight through the maize and 
blue line on a neat split play such as Michi- 
gan used to favor, such as Vanderbilt worked 
to perfection against the Wolverines two 
weeks ago. 

Fight Over the Rules. 


Against their grinding masses on tackle 
and center Michigan entered unavailing pro- 
test before the game. Yost, getting wind of 
a formation in which Zeigler or Draper was 
pulled back from the line and handed the 
leather for tackle smashes, called Referee 
Kelly's attention to the rules operative. in 
such instances. He cited rules 16b and 17a, 
which read as follows: “A man is put off- 
side when the ball in play has been touched 
by one of his own sidé behind him,” and 
**The only way for arty one who is put off- 
sige to be again onside is by the ball touch- 
ing an opponent or by a kicked ball touching 
the ground.” : 

Referee Kelly agreed with Coach Yost that 
the playe with Zeigler and Draper carrying 
the ball were against those rules. He told 
the Pennsylvanians. They refused to go on 
the fleld. For twenty minutes the captains 
and officials wrangled. Then, agcording to 
Coach Yost, Mr. Langford the umpire, said: 
“ Now, Mr. Yost, you act the gentleman and 
go om the field.’’ Then the game started. 

Yost Protests in Vain. 

When the second half was about to begin 
with the score 6 to 0 in Penn’s favor the 
Michiganders again kicked againet the use 
of inesmen in the back field. Again Penn- 
sylvania held out firmly for the plays. They 
said: “Take your team and go home.” 

Realizing that such action would result 
in disappointment to the spectators, hard 
feelings between the two universities, and 
claim that Michigan was defeated anyway, 
Yost again. led his men on the field. 

There were other exhibitions of an unpleas- 
ant character about the game. Early in the 
first half Gaston slugged Garrels, knocking 
the big acting captain “silly’’ for a few 
minutes and dazing him for the entire half. 
He was ruled off for that and Lavery sent 


in. 
Quaker Knees Magoffin. 

Then Magoffin, getting down fast on a 
punt, rushed Hollenbach backward so hard 
that the Pennsylvanian took a notion to knee 
the Michigander a bit in the physiognomy. 
A Michigander raced up to Hollenbach and 
poked him stiffly. in the chest, 

Continually, the: Quakers roughed it with 
Garrels. But the only play of this#ort that 
injured Michigan's chances were Gaston's 
slugging of Garrels and Penn's persistence 
in using the tackle Back plays. The first 
rendered Garrells ineffective for the first 
half, the second made possible many of 
Pennsylvania's gains, for on each offense 
the ball should have gone to Michigan. 

But the Quakers “ had it over” Michigan 
all the way, just the same. They earned 
their victory. 


Test Wolverine Offense. 

Penn won the toss and chose'to kick to 
Michigan. The Quakers were going to have 
the talk of a whirlwind Wolverine offense 
over with as soon as possible. Michigan 
took the east goal to defend. Hollenbach 
kicked off to Hammond at the right side of 
the fleld, the ten yard line. He fumbled, but 
recovered. At once began the kicking duel 
between Garrels and Greene. Bishop 
and Garrels found Levene and Scarlett on 
them every time. Attempts to circle the 
Penn ends resulted in losses—that Michigan 
soon learned. 

Penn played in hard luck for fully twenty 
minutes. Michigan took advantage of Hol- 
lenbach’s fumble to plant the Dall on the 
Quakers’ twenty-five yard line. Garrels’ kick 
was blocked; there was a free for all scramble 
for it, and Graham got the leather on the 
fifteen yard line. 


Michigan’s Best Chance to Score. 

Right there was Michigan's best chance to 
score. Garrels did step back to the twenty 
mark for a try for goal from placement, but 
he changed bis mind, and let Bishop kick 
offside. Hopes to gain the ball near Penn's 
goal line failed miserably. Judging from 
what the lanky acting captain did later by 
way of attemptsat goal, he would have made 
that goal easily. 

Kicking began again, with Garrels gaining 
slightly for Michigan in the exchanges. Be- 
fore kicking Michigan always tried twice at 
Penn's ends and tackles. Each time the 
Penn defense was on Garrels, Bishop gpg, 
Magoffin like a ton of brick. 

After Gaston had been put out for slugging 
Garrels, the big full back was even less ef- 
fective than before. In the same period Penn 
began to show a crushing offense. Folwell, 
Greene, and Levene hammered Clement, Gra- 
ham, and Harry Hammond for from nine to 
fifteen yards at a whack.

First Half Is Disappointing. 

Penn had made 100 yards to Michigan's 
forty-two. Penn had scored; Michigan had 
failed to get nearer than the fifteen yard 
line, and had got there only on fumbles. 
Garrele had excelled only in punting. The 
Michigan line had crumbled before the Penn 
attack; the Michigan attack had broken 
against the red and blue wall. But the worst 
was yet to come. 

With solemn tread and slow, heads bent and 
cheeks flushed, the Michiganders returned to 
the field. Penn ran on triumphantly, with 
the cries of the rooters ringing on the air. 
A little gingery running, and the Pennsyl- 
vanians lined up at the east goal to receive 
the Michigan kickoff. This time the light 
breeze was with them. e 


Fumble Almost Fatal. 

Garrels kicked to Lawrence at the goal. 
The Penn quarter came back twenty-five 
yards like a whirlwind behind that sheltering 
phalanx... Hollenbach got six yards past 
Loell.. Newton nearly pulled the index fin- 
ger off Lawrence in stopping _: The Sault 
Ste. Marie boy then blocked Greetie’s punt, 
but to his sorrow, for the leather bounded 
fifteeri yards towarde Michigan's goal, and 
Gallagher got it. Straight to the Michigan 
goal line the Pennsylvanians marched, Law- 
rence running his team with the generalehip 
of an Eckersall, minus speed. He thrust 
Falwell, Greene, Hollenbach, and Levene at 
different points in the Wolverine line, Harry 
Hammond, Wewton, Graham, and Clement 
all yielded until the ball, advancing by leaps 
of from four to twenty yards, rested on the 
Michigan two yard line, 

Then that new left wing of Michigan held 
like adamant. Davison was battered in vain 
by Hollenbach. Capt. Greene struck Eyke 
with tremendous force, and wae handily re- 
pulsed. The leather went to Michigan, while 
the Wolverine rooters went wild with joy. 
Garrels drove the oval to the center of the 
field. 

Second Touchdown Made. 


Again the Pennsylvanians advanced. Hol- 
lenbach faked past Loell for twenty yards. 
Greene and Zeigler plowed the Mne from 
end to end. In two minutes more the leather 
was again at the Michigan goal. Twice 
the new left side repulsed the attack. Greene 
seized the ball for the third down, and 
crushed Eyke with a mass on tackle. The 
second touchdown was made. Hollenbach 
goaled. Score: Pennsylvania, 12; Michi- 
gan, 0. 

For a few minutes after the next kickoff 
Michigan worked at a faster clip and put up 
a good defense, but even with the ball, it 
could not gain first down once. Rumney 
supplanted little Bishop, whose foot was 
injured and back strained. 


Third Count by Penn. 


From the yard line Folwell broke through 
Clement for five yards. Greene, playing a 
masterly game to win the biggest contest on 
Pennsylvania's 1906 schedule, kicked onside 
to the fifteen yard line, where lucky Lavery 
got the leather. Through Clement and Gra- 
ham they marched to the goal line. There 
Greene battered into Davison for the third 
and last touchdown. On the punt out for 
goal after the touchdown, Folwell fumbled, 
Score: Pennsylvania, 17; Michigan, 0. 

In the remaining few minutes of play Gar- 
rels twice tried goals from placement on the 
fifty and forty-five yard lines. Each time 
he kicked well, but the ball fell short. 

Michigan attempted. its first trick of the 
game, a forward pass. Levene jumped into 
it, got the ball, and ran twenty-five yards 
before Garrels stopped him. A fumble by 
Hollenbach at the five yard line stopped 
PennsylIvania’s fifth triumphant march 
toward the Michigan goal, Magoffin nego- 
tiating Levene for five.

Michigan’s Views of Game. 


After the game Coach Yost said: “ Penn- 
sylvania outplayed us. There are all sorts 
of ‘buts’ and ‘ifs’ that might be put in, 
but even if they were the Quakers would 
have a good margin over us.

Forward, passes, double, triple, and criss 
cross passes, onside kicks and fakes of vari- 
ous kinds were reeled off with a speed which 
indidated Chicago's purpose to vindicate 
itself as far as possible for its defeat of a 
week previous by rolling up a record score 
against the orange and blue. Against this 
array of speed and daring the Illini were 
practically powerless, and, with their none 
too strong ends, proved unable to solve the 
plays sent at them with any degree of con- 
sistency. ; 

Hopeless Fight by Illinois. 

Yet Hlinois’ team fought their hopeless 
battle gamely to the last, and even when 
exhausted by the terrific sprinting matches 
which constantly were going on, refused to 
be overwhelmed by rushing tactics alone. 

Only once did Illinois have a real chance 
to score a point. A fumble right at the be- 
ginning of the second half gave the visitors 
the ball only twelve yards from the maroon 
goal and in two assaults they shoved it ten. 
yards nearer a touchdown, then Chicago’ sde- 
fense stiffened like a steel rod and refused 
_to yleid the other two yards which would 
have produced an Lllnols touchdown. Only 
by inches, however, did the marvons escape 
being scored against in that assault. A swish 
Eckergall’s foot booted the ball out of 
danger a moment later, and Illinois’ lone 
opportunity was gone. Once a desperate 
effort was made to kick a goal from place- 
ment from the forty-five yard Hne, but it fell 
short, 

lilinois’ offense was open and varied and 
included several good trick plays which 
worked successfully at times, but the Cham- 
paign men did not have possession of the ball 
enough to show all they had in stock. Their 
plays did not have anything like the finish 
which was apparent in the work of the 
maroons. 

Forward Passes Successful. 

With a single exception, every one of Eck- 

ersall’s forward passes resulted advan- 
tageously to the maroons. On that one Chi- 
cago lost the ball, but not in treacherous 
territory. Once the maroon captain passed 
the ball too far ahead for Steffen, but the 
half back jumped and touched it with his 
hands, preventing the imposition of a pen- 
alty, then chased the ball himself and fell 
on it. The passes were worked with varia- 
tions which made them repeatedly success- 
ful. 
With Parry or Walker fifteen yards or 
more beyond the end of the scrimmage line, 
Illinois did not know whether to expect the 
ball to be passed out there or to another 
player closer iny who dashed ahead from 
the back fleld to get it. It was demonstrated 
that the best of @nds could not guard abso- 
lutely against the forward pass even in its 
present crude stage of development. 

Chicago used the onside kick with good 
results, massing a fake shift against the 
wing opposite to that over which the ball 
was kicked. This drew the Illinols defense 
away ftoni the real point of attack several 
times. The fact these hazardous tricks 
were repeatedly used and each time fooled 
the opposing team to a considerable extent 
indicates careful preparation by the maroons 
and a high state of perfection. , 


Good Gridiron Week Late. 

On all sides among the gridiron fans who 
saw the game the opinion was expressed free- 
ly that if the conditione for the Minnesota 
game had been even as good as yesterday's 
Stagge’s men would have been able to score 
a victory over the Gophers by this brilliantly 
versatile attack. And if the Minnesota game 
could have been played on a really fast grid- 
iron, it ig the belief of the magority of ex- 
perts and critics who watched both games the 
advantage would have been still more in 
Chicago's favor. : 

Walter Steffen redeemed himself for the 
poor showing he made against the Gophers 
by the most spectacular work of the day. 
Twice he made runs of seventy-five yards or 
more, while, fifteen, twenty, and twenty-five 
yards were like so much ice cream and cake 
for him. Steffen scored half of Chicago's 
touchdowns himself. , 

Eckersall proved again to the satisfaction 
of friend and foe that he has no equal in 
running back punts or in broken field work. 
The only attempt he made to drop a goal 
from the field within réasonabie distance was 
successful. He tried it from the forty-five 
yard mark and again from the center of the 
field and failed, but in the fifty-five yard ef- 
fort the bell carried the necessary distance 
only to go wide of the posts. 


Walker’s Goal Kicking Feature. 

Iddings and Finger were used effectively 
in the closer formations for good gains. 
Walker and Parry, the latter playing only 
the second half, were prominent factors in 
the success of the forward passes and onside 
kicks. Walker's goal kicking wae a feature, 
as he scored nine out of the ten shots he had. 

Brooks, Shinnock, and Gardiner shone most 
conspicuously for Lllinols. Brooks was re- 
tired’ from the game early by another wrench 
to his weak knee, but while in the game 
made several brilliant tackles. Shinnock, 
who replaced him, was equally effective on 
defense, and soon wore himself out trying to 
keep Chicago's scoredown. Gardiner punted 
well except on a few occasions and aided 
greatly in driving Chicago back, although 
he handicapped himself by standing too far 
back of the line for the kicks. This prob- 
ably was to give him more time to get the ball

He de- 
layed lining up with the team and “‘ Eckle ” 
tossed the ball to him on a fifteen yard pass 
and the maroon right half roynd seventy-five 
yards unhinderéd to the Illinois line. Brooks 
was drawn in on the play. Gardner made a 
heroic leap, but missed, and the maroons 
counted their first points before the game 
had advanced three minutes.

Eckersall, a few minutes later, chalked up 
the next score with a pretty drop kick from 
the twenty yard line directly in front of his 
opponents’ goal line.

Steffen Makes Touchdown. 

Steffen, Eckersall, Walker, and Iddings 
then worked a double pass and triple passes 
for-easy gains and plated the ball within 
striking distance of the IlMni goal efter sev- 
eral exchanges of punts and fumbles. 
“ Eckie,”” on a delayed pass, ran from the 
twenty-two yard line to the two yard line, 
but a fumble cost Chicago twelve yards.

PLAN TO RENEW DERBY CLASSIC 


Members of Gentlemen’s Riding and 
Driving Association Hope to 
Hold Race in 1907. 


Derby day in Chicago is not a thing of the 
Past, according to statements made last 
night by membere of the Gentlemen's Riding 
and Driving asgociation, and the famous 
claesic formerly run at Washington park 
will be renewed in 1907 under distinctly novel 
conditions. 
| The Derby has not yet been announced, as 
the date has not been set. but several plans 
for an event which, it is believed, will prove 
as attractive to Chicagoans as the American 
Derby, which was witnessed annually at 
Washington park by 50,000 persons, have 
been lafd before the new, aristocratic riding 
and driving club. 

So far’ the plan which hae met with most 
favor from the executive committee and the 
one which seergs most likely to be adopted 
provides that a pool of several wealthy mem- 
bers of the association be formed. This pool 
will send an expert horseman south to pur- 
reg a dozen or fifteen promising 2 year 
olds. 

The members of the pool will then draw 
lots for the youngsters and each will train 
his own candidate for the Derby, which will 
be run on the gew track to be built by the 
as@ociation early next year. 

Members of the club are enthusiastic over 
the plan. By drawing for the horse by lot 
when they are 2 year olds no member of the 
club will have an opportunity, through 
greater wealth, of purchasing the best horse 
outright. Then each owner will have the 
pleasure of having his colt pointed for the 
big race under his direction. 

The eite for the new track to be bullt by 
the assceiation hae not yet been chosen. 
However, the committee on location has re- 
ceived several offerg of tracts of land large 
enough for the purpose located In different 
sections of the city. 

All the members are enthusiastic over the 
success of the club,.and it is believed the 
track will be located and the work of build- 
ing the plant will be begun in a few weeks. 

Charlee BE. Davia, vice president of the as- 
sociation, said yesterday: “I believe the 
club will fill a gap in Chicago. I am not 
much of a horseman myself, but I am a 
great believer in the new association and 
am confident of its success. We all know 
what Derby day used to mean to Chicago 
and Chicagoans and I believe the associa- 
tion can arrange an@ make as popular some 
similar day.”’ 

Elbridge Hanecy is president of the asso- 
ciation and Hermann Wollenberger, treas- 
urer. Benjamin F. De Muth, the secretary 
of the club, is one of the best known and 
most enthusiastic amateur horsemen in Chi- 
cago. He holds the world’s record at a mile 
for amateur gentlemen riders. His mark 
is 1:49%, which he made on Shoestring when 
he won the gentlemen's Derby at Washing- 
ton park Sept. 9, 1905. The best previous 
time made under eimilar conditione is 1:58 
and a fraction made in England. 

Mr. De Muth is certain of the success of 
the association. He said yesterday: 

“ What we want is a track where gentile- 
men who own their horses can ride or drive 
in races. I am a firm believer tn the associa- 
tion and think we can arrange excellent races 
among its members. 

‘Tt am in favor of the south side ae the 
site of the newrtrack and clubhouse. I be- 
lieve it would be a good plan to build inside 
the regular track a tanbark covered track 
where members could take a gallop during 
the winter months. Spectal attention should 
be paid to the equestrians, and with a tan- 
bark track euch as I have indicated we would 
have the members going to the club all the 
year round.” 

Steeplechases with gentlemen riders and 
flat races for horses and polo ponies with 
gentlemen in the saddle will be arranged. It 
is proposed to have the infleld laid out in 
golf links and tennis courte and try to have

promptly. | The railroad ‘complains that 
he does not furnish it. the facilities :for 
doing so, and that be deprives it ‘of the use 
of its cars, which sérve him ae temporary 
warehouses.

A young woman with a restless and ad- 
venturous mind finds the holy state of 
matrimony imperfect and fancies that it 
is her mission to overthrow it.

a previous one has enacted. She fails to 
at the fact that almost every in- 
stitution such as that of marriage has not 
been established by popular vote or legal 
-enactment, nor by a sudden popular whim 
or caprice, mor even by a recent concur- 
rence of public opinion. She does not pet- 
ceive that the institution of civilized mar- 
riage is the result of gradual evolution— 
that it is the slow development of thou- 
sands’of years’ of human trial and expe- 
rience. | 

The marriage institution is not what it 
is becanse of any conscious, determined 
effort.on the part of men and women. It 
exists with. all its features—some of them 
displeasing to the “ advanced thinker ”— 
because it has been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the human race that it 
serves ‘its. purpose better than it would if 
any of the modifications which have been 
suggested were to be introduced. 

“The young man without a firm grasp of 
the realities of life dashes at the conclu- 


‘sion that the right-of property 'is an acci- 


dental right—that it came into existence 
cgsually and can be destroyed if he shall 
shout Joudly enough for its. destruction. 
It seems to him in his blindness that the 
whole structure and web of modern socie- 
ty, the work of countless millions who 
have gone before him. for thousands of 
years, can be upset like the walls of 
Jericho by the blast of a penny trumpet. 


Perhaps the New York woman thinks

In its infaney it had probationary mar- 
riages.

It will not accept “ proba- 
tionary marriages” or return to the day 
when all were communists. .The earnest 
young men and women who wish this gen- 
eration to, revive the méthods of barba- 
rian ancestors are: as powerless to carry 
out their intentions as they wonkd be to 
turn an oak back into an acorn. But 
they can make themselves ridiculous, as 
the New York woman has done. Such 
people cannot -be taken seriously. The 
world Jaughs at them and goes on its way 
with semanas institutions. 


THE SHATTERED HOPE. : 

There is sométhing pathetic in the 

thought ‘of ‘the real loss which attends 
such’ a disaster as that recent railroad 
wreck, when a company of immigrants, 
safely past the dangers and difficulties 
of the long ocean voyage, and almost 
within sight of the promised land of hope, 
finds death in the way. The story is but 
one of many which obtrude themselves 
almost daily. To the hasty reader the in- 
dividual may be “ only an immigrant.” But 
there is far more destroyed than the mere 
body of seme poor man or woman from 
Poland. 
, The student of history knows that the 
strength of the Pilgrims or the Puritans 
was mightily increased by the- struggle 
which the individual passed through when 
the decision had to bé made to leave Eng- 
land, with its much loved traditions, its 
green fields, its. fertile valleys, its: storied 
streams. He learns to count the value of 
the will which determined to leave be- 
hitd the graves of forefathers,’ the kins- 
men and friends, the home of childhood, 
in order that, in a mew land, religious and 
civil: liberty might be enjoyed without: the 
oppressive -restrictions against which the 
soul revolted. ) 

He remembers the obligation ‘the 
ecouutry Owes to the pionéers from New 
England or Vitginia who made their way 
over the’ mountains and through the wil- 
derness to settle Ohio ‘and Indiana and 
Illinois, each ‘successive .stagé in the

Men who may ‘have had personal rea- 
sons for opposing the governor, or who 
shared in local prejudices growing out of 
dissatisfaction with acts of the adminis- 
tration,. felt that Idaho could not afford 
to,Jet the world misunderstand the posi- 


ing the law. . Goy. Geoding’s re@lection; 
while a personal triumph, is still more a 
triumph for law and order. As Secretary 
Taft said, the democratic candidate -for 
governor may have ®een an able and up- 
right man; but he could not have been

It is a credit to the 
state that it did not allow the real issue 
to. be -obscured, and that it handsomely 
indorsed the official acta of Gov.

A candid Londoner, whe has a proper 
and patriotic respect for the glories and 
charms of .the British ‘metropolis, conh- 
trasts New. York and. other American 
cities, which he may or may not know, 
with London, and especially with refer- 
ence te the cheapness there prevailing. Ha 
points rather exultantly to the fact, as he 
understands it, that in the matter of trans- 
portation the city of his boasting offers 
rare inducements, and that a man mey 
travel many miles in London for” consid- 
erably lese money than in the United 
States. | 

At this point Chicago tises up to pro- 
test. Chicago has no querrel with London, 
with ‘which it bas always maintained the 
most amicable relations, but it cannot per- 
mit this declaration to pass unchallenged. 
For if there is one place in the world 
where the traveler may get the worth of 
his money in point of time consumed and 
scenes visited that place is Chicago. And 
while the Englishman, <coriecious of his 
own opportunities, winds through the Lon- 
don streets at a really reasonable rate of 
expense thé Chicago man, profiting by an 
almost endless ohain of nsfers, covers 
twenty miles for 5 cents. -Surely nothing 
fairer than that could be imagined. 

It_is true that in this Chicago journey 
certain features of impaired railway con- 
struction and operation militate against 
the supreme felicity of the undertaking. 
These minor impediments to perfect hap- 
piness will be gradually but surely over- 
come,. and, after all, one cannot imme- 
diately expect perfection for 5 cents. So 
if the traveler is.a reasonable human be- 
ing he. will try to forget the attendant em- 
-barrassments and surrender himself to the 
delights of the bewildering and ever chang- 
ing environment. He will feast his mind 
with the allurements of the various coun- 
tries through which his nickel carries him. 
For in the course of his journey, if he has 
chosen judiciously,” he seems to leave 
America and to he roaming in turn through 
Italy, through Poland, through Hungary, 
through Bohemia, through various sections 
of Germany and Russia, through Greece. 
through China—in short, every part of the 
world which has contributed its , pictur- 
esque civilization to the chosen city. And 
all for 5 cents! 

It may be that London can surpass this 
variety of travel entertdinment for as reg- 
sonable am expénditure, but the fact has 
not been demonstrated. And. » yet .thete 
should be no disposition to quarrel with 
the Londoner for the strenuous assertion 
of his opinions.

Of course Michon ended by becoming con- 
vinced that he was the victim of some prac- 
tical joker, and eventually managed to. catch 
Clemenceau in the act of picking his pocket 
of the provisions fn question. Michon said 
little, failed to see the joke, and looked ex- 
tremely sour. Not long afterwards Clemen- 
ceau was a. candidate for the presidenty of 
the chamber.

The failure of Clemen- 
céau to secure the speakership on‘ that occa- 
sion ‘may be said to have retarded by several 
years’ Clemenceau’s attainment of the pre- 
‘miership, and to hdve déstroyed his chances 
of the presidency. \e.

While the Bank of England makes it a 
point to never, under any circumstances, re- 
linquish the prosecution’ or to réfrain from 
the punishment of those who have defrauded 
it in the slightest degree, being willing, if 
need be, to spend thousands of pounds in 
order to capture and prosecute people who 
have robbed.it of even a few shillings, the 
Rothschilds make it a rule never to appeal 
to the courts or to the police in such matters.

with proceedings for his dismissal, expect- 
ing, apparently, that the desire of the Roth- 
schilds to avoid notoriety at al cosf would 
lead them to make: still further pecuniary 
sacrifices in order. to secure hig silence. In 
this he has been dsappointed. When his 
frauds were revealed, he was of course in- 
stantly dismissed, and the legal advisers of 
the Rothschilds urged them to proceed crim- 
inally against the man. But in spite of the 
extent of the defalcations, they determined 
to adhere to the time honored rule of their 
house not to prosecute; and even now, 
though Schuster himself has drawn pubic 
attention to hig dishonesty, they do not pro-

GBENEDICTINE SISTER. 


HE nun of today in Chicago leads a busy exis- 
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‘tence, which is the last degree of the strenuous . 


life and far from the dull monotony of tradition. 

That -the sight of two good sisters here and 

there in the busy marts is more frequent is 

due, so say the church authorities, to the con- 

stantly increasing numbers of the orders of con- 

secrated women in and about Chicago, to the 
changing scale of- regulations adapted to modern needs, and 
to the sending here of numbers of the more liberal orders 
as best fitted for a great part of the Chicago work. 

There are 25,000 nuns in Chicago belonging to thirty- 
three communities of women from which are officered. the 
schools, hospitals, homes, orphan asylums, day nurseries, and 
the visiting workers for the sick, poor, and prisoners. This 
number includes the uncloistered sisters as well as those who 
are cloistered, and who, strictly speaking, alone are nuns. 

Of the modern orders, even as much as the cloistered com- 
munities, it may be said that the incumbent leads the stren- 
uous life. Sisters of Charity of the Blessed Virgin, whose 
order is one of the largest in Chicago, have clarge of a 
large number of the parochial schools and have the most 
advanced methods of teaching. The Missionary Sisters of the 
Sacred Heart, *in charge of the Columbus hospital and the 
Italian schools, are trained nurses who are not excelled in 
knowledge and equipment. 

* * 
Sisters in Mrs. Lehmann’s Former. Home. 

Perhaps no more unusual instance of the influence of 
“other times, other manners,” can be found than in the 
Ladies of the Sacred Heart. Once glimpses of their fluted 
caps could be seen in and about the school and convent 
buildings of the Holy Name cathedral. “They never go out,” 
was the whispered word, and when on rare occasions a 
couple of them were seen to enter a closed carriage and to be 
rapidly whirled away with tightly drawn curtains the mys- 
tery of the cloister deepened. 

Now this little colony has its academy temporarily en- 
sconced in the mahogany paneled libraries of Mrs. Lehmann’s 
old Clark street home, in the midst of which richness the 
plain cane seat chairs of the convent furnishings look 
strangely out of place. 

The installation of the system of coeducation at the 
schools of the Holy Name, together with the new site of the 
Lake Forest academy, was the reason for the reméval of 
this order. By a rule of the Sacred Heart order boys are not 
taught by the madames after having made their first com- 
munion, this order being- exclusively for girls. 


* * 

: Ladies of the Sacred Heart Semi-Cloistered. 

The Ladies of the Sacred Heart are semi-cloistered, which 
means that they never go anywhere except as the needs of 
the branch institutions make going back and forth impera- 
tive, and that they are without the grating seen in cloistered 
orders. Since coming up into the Lehmann property a change, 
due to expediency has become a habit which might mystify 
still more the observer of the nuns, The north car lines 


‘which connect with the Lake Forest school now ere used 
‘instead of carriages. “Carriages are expensive,” as one of 
the nuns explained, “and then we choose the quietest time 
of.the day pessible when it is. necessary for us to go.” So 
secluded has been the life of the Ladies of the Sacred Heart, 
however, that they would not dare to go downtown or where 
they would have to change cars. One never to be forgotten 
time a few years ago two of them tried to go by the car 
lines to the seminary at West Taylor street and got sepa- 
rated and badly frightened among the tall buildings near 
the Board of Trade. & 

“When one has been within walls for thirty years or 
more one does not know how to go about,” was explained by 
one réligieuse. Some of the tate occurrences in far away 
places have restricted the funds of the communities of the 
Sacred Heart so that the new school is not definitely planned. 
The mother house is in Paris and the evictions and religious 
troubles in Paris have affected the income. Bad luck still 
followed in the earthquakes which demolished the convents 
at Valparaiso, at San Francisco, and at Menlo Park. and 
another of the rich institutions which sent support to this 
country was at’ Portici, on which Vesuvius poured. 

* * 
Picturesque Page of French History. 

In costume and origin this order brings Frénch history to 
Chicago. The sisterhood was formed after the French revo- 
Jution to teach the children of the impoverished nobles. To 
escape persecution the sisters dressed as the French widows 
did, and the costume is worn just as it was then, except the 
trains have been cut off and the white fluted cap, instead of 
going away under the veil, is brought out to cover the chin 
more. In the old days the religieuse wore her own hair, 
which she now keeps covered with the forehead band. 

Great cultivation is evident in the madames, and many of 
them are French or Holland Dutch. They keep their own 
names, too, which is different from other orders. Their work 
is teaching the languages and higher branches, and in their 
house in London some of the training is given under the 
supervision of Oxford professors. It partly is a contemplative 
order and the choir office is said three times a day, those 
who repeat it being distinguished as of the choir religious 
and the less educated as the lay sisters. Rising at 4 o'clock 
in the morning, and the saying of the office three times a 
day, with sewing and mending, besides the teaching, is the

Have not James J. Hill, Lord Kelvin, and 
other authorities prophesied that within 
comparatively few generations. the world’s 
supply of coal would be exhausted? From 
the owner’s point of view it is not only 
selfish but also unjust to complain about sav- 
ing fuel. 

But the tenants insist that, having paid 
money for heat, they are defrauded if it is 
withheld. Besides, it can be argued from 
their side thaf™by consenting to live huddled 
into apartments or flats they ‘have done their 
part towards conserving the world’s fuel 
supply. They havea right to heat that they 
pay for in the form of increased rent, and 
short dealing in the matter of heat makes 
all the tenant family disposed to get even in 
some way. 

s °s 
Janitor Held to Blame. 

In a¥ justice it cannot be said that land- 
lords deliberately plan to exact pay for con- 
veniences that they do not intend to furniah. 
This is a.form of obtaining money under 
false pretenses that cannot be justly charged 
against them. As a matter of fact, they give 
ordere to have heat supplied. 

This brings a third party into the differ- 
ence between renters and owners. This third 
party is the janitor. Thus the problem seems 
to bé an Americanized version of the Irish 
land question, the problem of absentee land- 
lordism. 

On one hand the renters demand more heat 
from the janitor, and om the other the jani- 
tors are ordered’ to be saving of the coal when 
furnishing heat. If the heat is deficient, then 
the blame lies with the man who tend to the 
fires. 

Complaining of the janitors, the renters 
say that they are ignorant. And since the 
janitors are selected agents of the ownefs, 
the renters say that the owners are the re- 
sponsible parties, and that the owners should 
hire intelligent heat furnishers. 

But the owners.onm the other hand object 
that it is teo expensive to hire men of suf- 
ficient intelligence to run heating plants 
scientifically. Men with sufficient intelli- 
gence for. this work, which is temporary 
work for the most part, cost too much in 
wages to make their employment commer- 
cially practical. 

Nevertheless, there ig ome fact that mist 
mot be lost sight of: The tenants pay good 
money for heat service. Their dissatisfac- 
tion at not getting what they pay for goes 
to swell their list of cauges for moving. When 
tenants move there is expense fon the owners.

Educating a Janitor.

Timber Cruiser Well Paid; © 
Works Hard for His Money. al

HE timber cruiser y. the autocrat of the 

woods. He is the king of woodmen, 

He lives well, feels well, and does well 

financially, He never has to take a 

vacation to get away from the grind of 

the office. He never hasbrain fag. His liver 

is always in order, and his conscience is clear, 

At night he sleeps without disturbing dreams. 

But he has to work harder than most men 
think it possible for man to work. 

The timber cruiser businese is to estimate 
the amount of timber contained on areaa of 
land. He can walk through the woods and 
tell within 10 per cent, frequently within 6, 
of the amount of lumber the standing trees 
would make. He can tell you, besides the 
boards, how many piles there are in your 
stretch of woods, and how many railroad 
ties can be ha@ from it. He does all this 
for $5 a day and his expenses, counting time 
from the moment he leaves the lumber com-~- 
pany’s office for the woods 

* . 

Has Compass Man as Companion. 

The accomplishment of the cruiser appears 
more wonderful on closer inspection. He 
works hard and fast, “looking” one quar- 
ter section every day, and frequently two, 
Manifestlp it would be impossible for him to 
count the trees or measure them. 

Packing enough to last generally for sev- 
eral weeks, the cruiser and his compass man 
start for the piece of woods they are to es- 
timate, The compass man is ab apprentice, 
and his is a hard apprenticeship, but he, too, 
is well paid. He gets $3 a day and expenses. 

Arriving at the neighborhood, the crulser 
and compass man first find a section corner. 
This may take them but a few moments, ifa 
farmer can tell them where to look. It may 
take hours, or perhaps even days. The 
oru‘ser hes a blue print map, with the seo- 
tions and@ quarter sections marked on it, to- 
gether with some streams, and perhaps a few 
roads. This gives him the general lay of the 
land, 

The cruiser ané compass man find their way 
through the woods by means of a compass 
which thecompass man carries, Onarriving 
at the corner the compass man takes a sight 
at some distant tree which ‘ies in the direo- 
tien he wishes to go and walks straight to- 
ward it, never taking hie eye of the tree, 
He may fall over windfalls, tumble down gul- 
Hes, end tear his clothes in going threugh 
the dense brush, but he never loses sight of

“our queen,” and when any one of them is in trouble.or 
distress he usually goes to her for advice. and there is 
no charge. She has learned the luxury of Going good. 

A little farther west is the Syrian colony, It is not 
so large as “ Little Italy,” but there are a few hundred 
families of Syrian extraction living there. Sherman 
street és the main thoroughfare of the colony. As in 
the other instances there is a Syrian king. He is 
Joseph Baceash, who in the line of business is an im- 
porter and dealer in oriental goods. 

In the cleasstfication of these localities we have only 
reached Polk street and we have been no farther west 
than -within seeing distance of the bridge, while the 
ward extends to the river and south as far as Twen- 
ty-second street: West of the tracks and south of Polk 
street to Fourteenth street there is a mixture of na- 
tionalities. 

But we will step over » eetekis to Bighteenth street 
and Prairie ayenue. This is called .“millionaire’s cor- 
ner.” It was.there that Pullman, the palace car mes- 
nate, died, and where the beautiful residence of- his 


. widow ‘still stands. On the four corners are.the home 


of millionaires and along Prairie avenue to the south- 
ern. boundary of the First ward are living only the 
rich. It is.one of the few old thoroughfares of wealth

But let us run back for a moment toward Four- 
teenth street and we are at “the patch,” the far famed 
MecFadden’s patch. .

Where the Colored Folks Live. 


We can” travel” quiaely ® from ‘tits Trish settiement 


over to “ Darkest Africa,” although it ts not to be taken 
that all the colored people of the ward live there. 


There are more there than in any other location, how- 


ever, and therefore the name. The principal thorough- 
fare of “ Darkest Africa” is Dearborn street, and begins 
at Sixteenth streét. The residents of this place. have 
their political organizations and we must admit they 
are a power in an election, and tn the main. they are 
law abiding and respectable. 

We will go farther south a Little later. In this 
sightseeing tour of the First ward, which is by fo 
means complete, we will again take a spin back though 
the downtown district and over the Randolph street 
viaduct.®* 

There in the slips exists the most unique village 
in the whole ward. I had all but forgotten ft, although 
twenty-five voters afre registered from #. Théy cross 
the viaduct to vote. They reside in houseboats, scows, 
and sailing véssels, and their chief occupation.is fishing.

HED I MURDERERS IN A YE 
AND 144 BURGLARS IN ONE WEE, 


w 


FPFICIALLY credited with the anrest of 
eleven murderers in one year and of four- 
teen burglars in a single week, besides 
almost every day bringing in men who are 
wanted on serious charges, Detective John 
W. Norton of the Harrison street station 
has been given the honor of being the most 
active police officer in the city of Chicago. 

‘He is accorded the distinction of being the most suc- 

cessful detective by no less an authority than State’s 

Attorney Healy. 

The Criminal court records show that Norton has 
“ bagged” five criminals a week for the last ten years, 
in addition to those he has sent to the bridewell on 
charges not serious enough to entitle holding them over 
for a grand jury indictment. 

Norton is a modest man with none of those charac- 
teristics that weually are attributed to professional de- 
tective sergeants, or central “bulls,” as they are desig- 
nated. He stands nearly six feet tall, is an Irishman, 
and wears a sandy mustache that is the color of his 
hair. His eyes are blue. 

‘tThere is nothing about me to excite interest,” he 
said when asked to give some account of himself in view 
of State’s Attorney Healy's statement that he was the 
greatest detective in the country. “I don't want to 
deny-What Mr. Healy said, because 1 appreciate the 
comple but actually I hate to talk about myself.”

Captured Band of Fourteen Highwaymen. 

While reluctant to talk about himself, Norton was 
willing to tell about his methods of work. The county 
jail. has frowned time and again at the approach of 
Norton, and several of those who were hanged there 
were his prisoners. Toombs and the car barn bandits 
were among them, for in both these cases it was Nortoa 
who had said the word that led to the arrests. Fol- 
lowing the Peterson murder on the west side it was 
Norton who single handed brought in fourteen highway- 
men within a week and saw to it that every one of them 
was sent to the penitentiary. 

None of them proved to be the murderer of Peterson, 
but nevertheless they were criminals of the type that 
might kill, and fot one of them escaped the penitentiary, 
for Norton discovered by not a little intricate police 
work that they all were members of one band and found 
that they had been guilty of nearly forty robberies. 
That alone would stand as a pretty good record for a 
police officer, but when you take into consikleration aiso 
that he arrested eleven murderers in ome year, who were 
indicted and put to trial. and all this time was bringing 
in other men wanted somewhere for crime you have a 
detective that detects.

“I am not of the Sherlock Holmes type.” Norton 
says, “but seemingly I have been pretty successful. 


How 4- {£ make arrests? Well, that is hard to. tell. 
There scarcely are two casés that are alike. 


“If my success has been such as to attract attentioh 
I can attribute it only to the fact that I keep as wel) 
posted as I can. Perhaps my routine habite will explair 
something. Before breakfast I read the morning news 
papers, and they inform me what has gorie on during 
my absence from the station. After I have reported tc 
my superior officer I look over the station records and 
even though be assigned to some particular case I 
have everythingpof the previous day and night’s happen- 
ings in mind when I go out into the street. 

“Frequently disappointed in the search for the man 
I have been assigned to look for, I have succeeded in 
bringing in some’ other man who was wanted. I think 
the average detective is too negligent about making a 
study of the work that lies before him. There have 
been numerous cases in which a murderer or a gang 
of burglars have escaped solely because some police 
officer was not*familiar with the circumstances of some 
particular crime.

Is a Close Student of Crime. 

“T consider myself a close student of crime. I have 
made the running down ef criminala my business, and I 
regard it as my plain duty so long as I receive pay from 
the city to be as thorough in my lne as I can possibly 
become. Then, too, it is a pleasure to me, It is almost 
my whole enjoyment, and to work overtime when there 
is a good case on hand is no hardship.. To catch 
a criminal who is wanted affords me the greatest pleas- 
ure I enjoy. 

“T seek, so far as possible; to see the criminals not 
only arrested at my own station but in other sections 
of the city, and then I strivé to temember them in con- 
nection with the line of work they are engaged in. It 
would be impossible for me to estimate the number of 
criminals I know personally, through my application of 
this principle, but they would reach far into the hun- 
dreds, I look over the pictures of the discharges from 
the penentiaries and the workhouses, and there are not 
a few of these that I am able to recognize. 1 always 
study the features of the escaped convicts and those who 


have violated their parole. 


“It is not an easy matter to pick a man up from the 
remembrance of his picture, but when you take the 
pictures fn connection with the description.when you can 
remember both, and then take into consideration the 
actions of the man you suspect, why, it is not infrequent 
that an almost positive identification can be had.

How Criminals Betray Themselves. 

“I am 4@ great believer in the telltale actions of 
men. Criminals betray themselves by what they do 
rather than by how they look. ‘Tne average crimina) 
is a cowani In daylight. He fears the law and every 
person who happens to give him a good strong look. 
The policeman he will avoid if possible at all times, will 
cross the street or dodge down an alley. He is a good 
deal like the average citizen who sees a creditor coming 
down the street. 

“Every man is the foe of the ortisinal, and the crim- 
inal knows it. Therefore if he is watched for a short 


time he will betray himself. Shadowing, in order to be 
successful in running down criminals, ts necessary un- 
less you know your man by sight. By dogging a man’s 
footeteps fora time and observing just what he does 
it is possible to determine whether hé ts a man afraid 
of the world or not. If you find that he is—that when 
he has passed a man who happenéd to stare at him he 


looks back and then, quickens his step—it ig a safe 
thing to take him to the station. 

“At the station house the criminal’s courage is re- 
vived. It ts a gort of ‘ fake’ courage, but the place) 
affords an ‘environment that he knows about and his 
particular kind of gcourage is most pronouficed. The 
identification bureau usually will détermine who he is. 

“On the other hand, if you have brought In a man 
who is honest but through nervousness or some other 
cause has betrayed the symptoms you have mistaken- 
for those of a criminal mind it is not difficult to judge 
him after he has been landed in the inspector’s Office. 
There is none of the affected courage of the criminal. 
He telis his Wentity without reserve and Pleads for a 
message to be sent te some friend or relative. 

“It is not difficult to distinguish the man who has 


committed a crime against society from the man ¥ 

is innocent of any wrongdoing. Frequently #% B 

to connect the criminal with the particular crime he 2 
cOmmitted. While ignorant enough to betray 

an enemy of society, he as a rule is shrewd enough 1 
throw the police off the right track, unless there to same 
positive evidence by which to identify him.

He would have always 
remained the poet, and perhaps have pushed 
to newer scenes, but, like Schumann, Dont- 
getti, Smetana, and Hugo Woif, h‘s brain 
gave way under the strain of Intenze study. 
The composition of music involves and taxes 
all the higher cerebral centers. 

“The privilege was accorded me of visit- 
ing the sick man at his hotel several weeks 
ago, and I am glad I saw him, for his appear- 
ance dissipated the painful impression i had 
conjured. Our interview, brief as it was, be- 
came the reverse of morbid or unpleasant be- 
tore itterminated. With his mental disinte- 
gration sunny youth hae returned to the com- 
poser. In snowy white, he looks not more 
than 25 years old, until you note the gray in 
his thick, rebelliouslocks. There is still goid 
in his mustache and his eyes are luminously 
blue. His expression suggesis a spirit purged 
of all groseness waiting for the summons. He 
smiles, but not as a madman; he talks hesi- 
tatingly, but never babbies. There is con- 
tinuity in his ideas for minutes, Sometimes 
the word fits the idea; oftener he uses ‘one 
toreign to his meaning. His wife, of Whose 
devotion, almost poignant in its earnestness, 
it would be too sad to dwell upon, is his faith- 
ful inierpreter.

Most Playwrights 


Start While Young. 


Although George M. Cohan started to 


write songs when he was 10 years old and sold 
one called “ Venus”’ to Gus Willlams when 
he was 12, every dramatic author has not 
begun work at the tradeso young, Still thEre 
are a large number of dramatists who have 
met up with success early in life. Some 
of them have hever seen the face of success 
again and others have gone on to greater 
triumphs. | ae ? 
I¢ was natural that Cohan should begin 
young because he has been on the stage since 
babyheod. He and hie sister, Josephine, who 
cud Sharer Niblo, acted with their father 
na mother, Mr. and Mrs. Jerry Cohan, 
when they were quite young. 
Precocictse as Cohan was. another young 
Irishmafti won success before Cohan-did. 
This was Dion Boticicault, who wrote 


‘more dramas than any other man who ever 


wrote for the English speaking stage. Bouci- 
cault wrote his first success. “ London As- 
surance.”’ when he was but 19 years old. Tt 
was a great succere andis stillacted. He fol- 
lowed it with more than 400 plays of various 
sorts, all but a few of which’ were Success- 
ful. 
Further beck than Boucicault the stage had 
young Christopher Marlowe, who grote bril- 
liant plays, but whose life ended at an age 
when most men have seen rothing of success. 
Savag:. too whose memory is preserved in 
the admirable sketch of his life that ts to 
be found in Samuel Johnson's ** Lives of 
the Poets,” died young after giving muci to 
the stage. The work of Edgar Allan Poe 
from which stage adaptations have been 
made was done in his younger days. 

This year sees the triumph of a new dram- 
atist who is not yet 25 years. This is 
Avery Hopwood of Cleveland. He was 
graduated from the University of Michigan 
about a year ago and already his name ts 
known wherever good dramatic workmanship 
is admired as the author of “ Clothes,”’ the 
Grace George success of this season. 

Young Mr. Mackaye, two of whose dramas 
are being played by E. H. Sothern and Julia 
Mariowe this seagon, has been out of col- 
lege but a@ short time. He is the son of the 
noted dramatist, Steele Mackaye, one of 
whose schemes was the immense building 
that was erected near the world’s fair 
grounds in Chicago in 1892, and itn which it 
was intended to play great spectacles. The 
project failed, unlike Mackaye’s dramas. 
His son has marked talent. So have the two 
song of that De Mille who was David Belas- 
co's first partner in playwriting. The young 
De Milles have “ Strongheart,” “‘ Tre Gen- 
lue,"" and other pleces to their credit, end 
neither of them is yet 26 years old. 

Young is aleo Augustus Pitou Jr.. husband 
of Gertrude Coghlan and manager of “‘ The 
Lion and the Mouse’ company. in which 
his wife is appearing. He has done consider- 
able work for the stage, and those managers 
who have read it say that it shows promise. 
His father is Chauncey Olcott's manager 
and the author of several of Olcott's suc- 
cesses. 

Edgar Selwyn is young. Only a few years 
ago he was an usher in a theater in which 
he has since appeared in leading réles. He 
has been writing for the stage ever since he 
has been on it. So has his young wife, who 
on the stage is known as Margaret Mayo. 
Clyde Fitch wag in his early twenties when 
he began the career that has carried him to 
the summé&t of the writers of Nght society 
plays. He was just out of college and he 
was poor. When heengaged himself as Rich- 
ard Mansfield’s secretary he had few clothes, 
and those he had were cheap. 

Writing for the stage is more of a young 
man’s business than it used to be. Now that 
Ibsen is dead ahd Bronson Howard has quit 
writing most of the plays that are written 
are written by young men. P'nero has been at 
it for a quarter of a century, It is true, and 
Henry Arthur Jones has been in the harness 
about as long, but they are exceptions. as 
the plays they write are so brillant that they. 
too. are exceptions to the generalty of stuff 
that is written. But Fitch has been writing 
less than fifteen years, and Augustus Thomas 
about that long. Lawyers and physicians 
there are, and many of them. who have 
been practicing for more than thirty-five 
years. In the lIiet of men who have dra- 
matic practices there are few to be found 
who have worked for a score of years. The 
young men are continually coming from be- 
hind and crowding the oldsters out. The 
foremost author of poetic drdma in the Eng- 
lish language is Stephen Phillips. and he is 
young. William Vaughn Moody, who most 
closely approaches him on this eide of the 
water, is a young man. Jesse Lynch Will- 
ilams, who wrote “ The Stolen Story.” is a 
young instructor at Princeton,. his alma 
mater, from which he went out a few years 
to engage In newspaper work in New York. 
In New York he met Richard Hardirg Davis 
who has had such successes as “ The Taming 
of Helen’ “ The Dictator” and “ Thr Gal- 
loper,” and who is still a young man. George 
Ade is on the right side of 40. He has a 
string of winners that is a long one. There 
is Oliver Morosco, who has wihin a year 
written “ The Half Breed "’ and “ The Judge 
and the Jury.” the latter a failure in New 
York but a success in the west and Mororco 
who is only 28, not-only writes plays but 
‘manages a theater and @ high class stock

As a lengthening of the Belasco play it has 
one act containing the wedding of Lieut. 
Pinkerton and Cho-Cho-Gan, which Long 
didn't cover tn his narrative, followed by two 
acts identical with the one of the Belasco 
dramatization.
